brecht Receives Threats. 


Columbus, (), July 15

port to Governor Harmon Adjutant 
General Wey brecht makes this state 
men I: 
"My impression from my Interview 
with Sheriff William Lin Re, which lr 
been strengthened by further inforiua 
tion received, is th a t the sheriff not 
only absolutely evaded and neglected 
his duty, but in a m easure encourage 
the mob in Its work.”
